BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN 1907.. ° 
The movement of the yy eige of the 
German Empire is now for the first: time, with 
the figures. for 1907, made the subject of a 
separate volume in the publications of the 
Imperial’ Statistical Office. The Pruasian 
returns, which were summarized in The Times 
of May 31, prove to hare been a fairly accurate 
indpx to. the movement of population. in the 
whole Empire, says the Berlin correspondent of 
the leading London Ji ‘ournal. "There isa marked 
declino in tho birth-rate, which fell to 33-2 per 
1,000 inhabitants, as compared. ith 34-08 in 
1906. Tho doath-rato fell to 18.98, a8 compared 
with 19.20 in.1906.. The excess of births orer 
deaths was 882,624, o8 compared with 910,275 
in 1906, The excess, however, of ‘births over 
deaths (natural increase of population) waa 
greater in 1907 than in any previous year 
except 1906-and 1902 (902,243). 

Tho doclino in the birth-rate, which. stood at 
-41,64 in 1877, 38.33 in 1887, and 37.17 in 1897, 
ag compared with 33,2 in 1907, ia now attribut- 
able to o falling off in the number of birthé in 
every part of the Empire except Westphalia, 
and in Westphalia the numbor of birthd is not 
quite keoping. pace with the total growth of 
population. ‘The decrease in number of’ births 
jn ‘the whole Empire in 1907, was 23,764, or 1.1 
per cent, In Saxony the decrease was 3 per 
cont.,,and East Prussia, West Prussia, and 
Pometania show about the same percentage. 

‘As regards the death-rate, which stood at 
28.05 in 1977, 23.62 in 1987, and 22.52 in 1897, 
os compared with 18.98in 1907, there is n steady 
decline in the infant mortality rate in- all parts 
of the Empire, but expecially in large towns.
